The local’ Japanese Consulate Gon- 
eral supplies us with the following 
statement :— 

During: the February quarter, 
Japan’s Foreign trade witnessed 
Y.146,000,000 for exports. with a re- 
Bult of Y.90,000,000 as an im Be ex- 
cess, > recording ~¥-149,000,00 a 
total. unfavourable balance of ‘trade 
ending February from the beginning 
‘of the current year which as compared 
Sith that. of the corresponding period 
of the previous’ year showed an in- 
crease by the sum of Y.621,000,000. 

This unfavourable tendency of trade 
‘can be attributed to the remarkable 
increase of the import of raw cotton. 

As to Japan’s China trade during 
the month, it showed a considerable 
decline ‘mainly due .to the increased 
export to China during January in 
anticipation of the increased Customs 
duties taxed from February 1. The 
subsequent result was that the total 
export value amounted to ‘Y.28,000,000 
recording Y.89,000,000 as. an export 


of the preceding month and that of 


|the corresponding period. of the. pre- 


.| vious year, showéd a remarkable de- 


cline by Y¥.13,000,000. and Y:11, 000, 00 
respectively. - 

The Yokohama Specie Bank has 
been obliged to continue the lowering 
of its exchange quotations since’ the 
latter part of February until the bank 
decided to quote the rate on the U.S. 
at $44.50 on March 7, being unable to 
tide over the general damping situation 
resulted from the increased unfavour- 
able balance of trade since’ the first 


rates in England and America and the 
China questions. 


Financial Market 

The financial market has remained 
easy with the bank rates falling, while 
the loan market showed some. snima- 
tion, though fresh contracts were not 
remarkable. On the other hand, in- 
dustrial circles as well as stock goods 
markets are heavily depressing, owing 
to the cautious attitude prevailing, and 
the share market is also. dull with no 
demand for funds.

the U.S, Navy.we never carry lifeboats 


‘| fox” more’ than: half-a_ ship’s comple- 


ment, and in time of war the majority 
of these boats are left ashore, . We 
‘depend entirely on the vessel’s water- 
tight compartments to keep her afloat, 
even though torpedoed, If. the Navy 
can subb-divide a battleship to that 
extent, certainly a ship carrying women 
‘and children as passengers should be as 
adequately :protected. : 
Tell-Tale Gauges seh 
“Secondly, the equipment for pump- 
ing should be sufficient and so arranged 
that every compartment can be kept 
free of water. Tell-tale gauges should 
be provided to show the amount of 
water, if any,, in every compartment, 
and, the ship also should be equipped 
with smoke and fire gauges similarly 
arranged. 
“The 


ird requirement should be 
enough life-boats or rafts “to carry 
every passenger. The question of: the. 
relative ‘value of boats. and rafts is 
still open,. though there is @ strong 
opinion.in some quarters thaf a raft is 
the better of the two, Passengers may 
be more uncomfortable on a raft, but. 
you can dump rafts overkoard when 
you can’t launch boats, and they will 
float in most cases when the boats.may 
-be swamped. , ‘ 

“Fourth, I think there should be a 
much more adequate inspection of life- 
boats, their gear and equipment, than 
customary on many merchant vessels. 
I haven't travelled in many merchant 
ships, but I have seen the kind of life- 
saving .gear used in a few, and the 
manner in which it is often neglected. 
Frequent. inspection and overhaul are 
especially necessary on ships travell- 
ing, as the ‘Vestris” did, through the 
tropics, where the hot sum dries out 
and rots beth boats and gear. 

Use of the Life-Jacket 

“Fifth, life-boats should be adequate- 
ly provisioned with food and water— 
changed frequently to irsure freshness 
—and with the necessary navigating 
equipment of compass, oars, signal 
flares, and sail. : | 

“Sixth,-I would put. the necessity of 


, teaching every passenger how ‘to--den 


and adjust, a life-jacket. War-time 
experience showed that sometimes life- 
belts were so poorly, adjusted they. be- 
came an actual menace, and often’came 
off in the water. 7 

“Next comes better: drilling .of the 
lifeboat crews, at least to the extent 
of instilling some-sort of discipline, in 
so far as that is possible, among men 
who sign for only one cruise, and may 
jump to another ship at the end of 
the voyage. Reports are all too com- 
mon after sea tragedies in- the mer- 
chant marine, as they were in the 
“Vestris” case, of undisciplined crews 
getting out of hand, rushed the beats, 
and jeaving the passengers to perish. 

“Finally, in view of the reports that 
shifting - eargoahad -‘something to do 
with the “Vestris’’ disaster, it might 
be possible to extend the present steam- 
ship-inspection service for passenger 
carrying vessels to include supervision 
of cargo stowing. |. - 

“One of the big problems to be con- 
sidered remains the life-boat equipment 
and its handling. With the new-type 
davits, capable of handling two rows of 
nested boats, it {s possible to pack con- 
siderable more life-saving equipment in 
a giten space, but what is to be done 
when a vessel lists, as the “Vestris” did, 
and renders helf that equipment un- 
available, is a problem. Consideration 
has been given td proposals for. moving 
life-boats across the ship from one side 
to the other, but a life-boat is a heavy 
thing, and hard to handle even under 
normal conditions. Give the ship a 
pronounced list, have it plunged about 
in a storm, and the decks crowded with 
frightened passengers, and the problem 
is well-nigh unsolvable, 

“One thing that may come out 0: 
the. “Vestris” tragedy may bé a public

cent., an ‘agreement which applied to 
vessels of ‘all flags, ‘except yachts. and 
building risks, and to all insurances 
“total: 
loss only” conditions. This agreement 
was welcomed abroad, and much ap- 
Preciation was ‘expressed -that the in- 
erease should be applied to all flags; 
thus avoiding .any invidious distirtc-- 
tions. ° * x 
Not only. was general approval. of 
this agreement expressed in under- 


writing circles, but little criticism: was |’ 


forthcoming from shipowners. Doubt- 
less the reason for this was that, as 
every.one ‘engaged in  the“tusiness, 
knew, the increase in the rates. was 
justified, for there was not the least 
doubt that for many years shipowners 
had been buying their insurance below 
cost, Before underwriters would be’ 


able to make a reasonable profit out |° 


of hull insurances, rates would still 
have to be increased, owing to the high 
cost of repairs as compared with pre- 
War years, a factor that was too ofteh 
overlooked. : 

Another’ constructive step, Mr. 
Merriman continued, which was taken 
during the year.was the adoption of 
the. Agency Control Agreement, Lon- 
don underwriters were always prepar~ 
ed to give their representatives abroad 
credit for having a thorough know- 
Tedge of local: business, but at the 
same time it “was necessary that 


agents should be required: to follow |: 


the general policy of their head office, 
and this could only be attained pro- 
vided a strict supervision could be kent 
over a company’s representatives. 
: _ Cargo Business 

Discussing cargo business, Mr. 
Merriman recalled that,’ when com- 
menting last year on the steps’ that 


he"was not too sanguine as to the re- 
sults.owing to the lack of ed-operation. 
by the. market as a whole. His pro- 
phecy had come true, as the past 12 
months had been a keen disappoint- 
ment to those who looked for a gen- 
eral improvement following: the dis- 
cussions at and subsequent to the 


meeting. in July, 1927, Attempts had |! 
been made to obtain tariffs and agree- ||, 


ments. but generally. speaking these 
had been abortive, and so far as could 
be ascertained the reason: was that 
whereas in years gone by it was: pos- 
sible to maintain a tariff signed only 


in the United Kingdom, it was now 
impossible to.uphold a tariff unless it 
was made international. This immedi- 
ately raised difficulties: which were 
apparently insurmountable. Yet an- 
other stumbling block to the efforts 
to place the business on a sounder 
basis was the seeming disinclination to 
“spread, the business,”’ and it could 
readily be appreciated that ‘many un- 
derwriters were not prepared to bind 
themselves to certain rates. and con- 
ditions if by so doing they were mere- 
ly bringing about imprdgements for a 
select number who had, ‘so to speak, 
“corneréd the business.” : 
+. A Deplorable State 

Then, again, there was the evil of 
reinsprance abuses; and many held the 
view that this«was the crux of the 
present deplorable state into which the 
business had drifted. -. Reinsurance 
was, of course, absolutely necessary 
within: moderation, as, for example, 
reinsurance to, relieve an underwritér 
of a percentage of his company’s ag- 
gregate line on any particular inter- 
st, which had accumulated through 
nes being accepted not only through 
iéad..offices, but by agencies.

BOGUS UNIVERSITIES 


ONE OF CHINA'S MINOR 
PROBLEMS 
iw Nanking, Feb. 16. , 
Mushroom “universities” and 
bogus “diploma. mills" are doomed. 


A set of regulations governing the 


founding and maintenance of in- 
stitutions of advanced 
which is evidently aimed at re- 
stricting the activities of so- 
@alled: “universities” which have 
sprung up all over the country like 
mushrooms during a rainy season, 
was yesterday recommended by 
the Department: of High Education 
of the Ministry of Education for 
adoption and enforcement by the 
Government. 

According ‘to the regulations no 
institution which is’ not adequately 
endowed and ig not in a position 
financially to maintan three 
separate colleges, namely, a college 
of arts, a college of science and 
‘another college for any other sub- 
jeet of specialisation, will be 
permitted to be described: as a 
University. 

Commenting on the proposal of 

the Department of Higher Educa- 
tion, a spokesman of the Ministry 
informed the’’ Kuo Min News 
Agency correspondent ‘that the 
aim of the responsible educational 
authorities is to close down all 
“diploma mills.” 
“ «While our youths are earnest 
in their desire for advanced learn- 
ing, a large number of oppor- 
seeing the chance to 
enrich their pockets, have rented 
vacant buildings and advertised 
for students who have unfortunate- 
ly fallen victims to these so-called 
educators. The Ministry,. there- 
fore,* aims at ¢losing down such 
empty ‘hails of learning’ to save 
‘our youths from educational 
bankruptcy.”
